Pah-Ranagat Valley. the bead of 
which lies ten miles east of the mines. 
is abont forty miles long by one wide. 
and is one of the flaest agricultural val- 
Is in that whole southern country. 
‘There is no was: lands in it. and is very 
abundantly supplied with good water. 
There are three lukes, each about one 
mile in extent, which contain an abnn- 
dance of fine fish. The upper lake is 
near what is ealled Crystal Springs. 
three miles south of the head of the 
valley. The middle lake is fifteen miles 
farther down the valley, and the lower 
lake is in the extreme euntb ead of the 
valley. 

The climate is mneb like that in the 
central part of California. Grain and 
other produce can be put in the ground
